REPORT    OF    THE    VOLUNTEERS    COMMIITEE 
During  the  year  1972-1973,  the  former  Women's  Committee  underwent  a  meta- 
morphosis in  order  to  interest  a  larger  number  of  members   in   \olunteermg   in 
different  areas  and  various  programs  of  the  Society. 

In  May  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Society,  asking  for  an  indication 
of  interest.

Mrs.  Samuel  Martin  and  Mrs.  George  Cole  were  Co-chairmen  of 
the  series,  and  three  of  the  speakers  came  from  our  own  Board  of  Directors,  Mr. 
John  Kernan,  Mr.  Farny  Filers,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Reverdy  Whitlock.  The  fourth  speak- 
er was  Mr.  Robert  Koch. 

We  are  now  planning  the  Holiday  party  in  December,  a  needlework  course  in 
January  and  February,  another  Antiques  and  Ancestors  Workshop,  and  a  tour  in 
May  to  West  Point.

REPORT    OF    THE    LIBRARY    COMMITTEE 

The  most  important  current  work  of  the  library,  the  cataloguing  of  all  the  books 
by  the  Library  of  Congress  system,  is  going  ahead  smoothly  and  should  be  com- 
pleted during  the  Society's  1973-74  year.  The  Librarian  will  next  turn  to  the  pro- 
cessing and  cataloguing  of  our  valuable  manuscript  collections.  Generous  grants 
from  the  New  Haven  Foundation  have  made  both  the  cataloguing  of  the  books  and 
the  manuscripts  possible. 

While  it  is  very  exciting  to  be  able  to  report  on  this  very  positive  progress,  much 
remains  to  be  done.  Funds  are  desperately  needed  for  salaries  for  our  librarians 
and  for  adding  to  our  collections  systematically  and  continuously.  Equally  im- 
portant, we  seriously  need  to  undertake  a  program  for  the  repair  and  preserva- 
tion of  our  existing  holdings.  And  since  we  are  about  to  catalogue  our  manu- 
script collections,  this  seems  the  opportune  time  to  remodel  and  air-condition  our 
inadequate  vaults  to  hold  this  irreplaceable  material.  These  are  all  important  and 
expensive  projects,  yet  not  one  can  be  put  off  for  long  without  serious  damage  to 
the  library  or  its  collections. 

A  description  of  the  library's  day-to-day  operations  may  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Librarian,  Mrs.  Koel.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  her,  Mrs.  Bishop,  Miss  Went- 
worth,  and  Miss  Andrews  and  their  volunteer  assistants  for  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  this  important  part  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLICATIONS 
During  the  fiscal  year  1972-73  this  Committee  carried  through  its  remaining 
responsibilities  in  the  production  of  the  third  and  final  volume  of  The  Shepard 
Families  of  New  England.  Proof  reading  and  indexing  preparation  were  finished 
by  the  middle  of  the  summer,  and  it  was  then  expected  that  printed  and  bound 
copies  would  be  delivered  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  September  30.  The 
nation-wide  paper  shortage  intervened,  however,  making  that  delivery  date  im- 
possible; other  problems  at  the  bindery  then  caused  further  delay.  At  the  time  this 
report  is  being  written  we  have  been  promised  that  finished  books  would  certainly 
reach  us  before  the  end  of  November. 

Meanwhile,  the  Committee  has  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Board  has  voted,  in  full  conformity  with  the  terms  of  Gerald  Shepard's  bequest, 
that  when  all  printing  costs  and  incidental  expenses  have  been  paid,  the  balance 
of  the  Shepard  Fund  shall  be  transferred  to  the  principal  of  the  Society's  endow- 
ment. Depending  somewhat  on  the  state  of  the  securities  market  when  the  transfer 
actually  takes  place,  but  at  a  conservative  estimate,  it  seems  probable  that  our 
unrestricted  endowment  funds  will  be  increased  by  an  amount  somewhere  be- 
tween $70,000  and  $80,000.  We  should  be  deeply  grateful  for  this  substantial 
addition  to  the  Society's  resources. 


During  the  first  third  of  this  century,  Mr.  Shepard  carried  on  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence with  as  many  descendants  of  early  New  England  Shepards  and 
Shepherds  as  he  could  locate  anywhere,  with  the  object  of  getting  from  them  as 
much  information  as  possible  on  their  immediate  families  and  their  ancestors  for 
use  in  his  projected  genealogies.  Their  responses  and  the  hundreds  of  question- 
naires they  filled  out  and  returned  were  a  principal  source  of  his  genealogical 
compilations,  and  they  formed  a  large  part  of  the  manuscript  material  that  came 
to  the  Society  in  accordance  with  his  will  after  his  death  in  1937.  The  late  Donald 
L.  Jacobus  incorporated  most  of  this  material  in  the  three  volumes  he  edited  for 
this  Society,  yet  the  manuscripts  retain  documentary  importance  because  so  many 
of  Gerald  Shepard's  correspondents,  who  sent  him  family  information  within  their 
personal  knowledge  but  not  elsewhere  recorded,  have  since  died.  Some  of  their 
descendants  may  wish  to  consult  the  te.\ts  of  the  letters  and  questionnaires  in  fu- 
ture years.  Hence  our  Society  has  a  responsibility  to  preserve  these  records  for 
posterity. 

Following  completion  of  the  Committee's  work  on  the  final  volume  of  the  series 
there  remained  the  large-scale  task  of  sorting,  arranging,  and  filing  these  letters 
and  information  blanks.  A  good  deal  of  the  manuscript  material  left  to  us  by 
Gerald  Shepard,  however,  proved  to  be  of  such  a  scattered  nature  that  it  could 
not  be  arranged  in  any  way  that  would  make  it  useful  to  a  searcher;  many  miscel- 
laneous papers,  notebooks,  and  work  sheets,  therefore,  have  not  been  preserved. 
Yet  when  the  project  now  under  way  is  finished  there  will  be  in  the  Society's 
building,  carefully  stored  but  readily  accessible,  a  systematic  file  of  letters  and 
other  genealogical  data  on  the  Shepard  families  of  New  England  origin,  arranged 
alphabetically  by  the  names  of  Gerald  Shepard's  original  correspondents,  nearly 
all  of  them  already  listed  among  the  "References"  following  entries  in  the  printed 
volumes.  The  completion  of  this  substantial  task,  probably  before  the  end  of  1973. 
should  mark  the  final  step  in  fulfilling  the  Society's  moral  obligations  to  one  of 
its  most  generous  benefactors. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  stress  too  highly  here  the  contribution  that  Miss 
Margaret  Ives  has  made  to  the  success  of  this  publishing  operation  during  the  last 
several  years.  Without  her  tireless  and  devoted  assistance,  the  work  would  still 
be  far  from  completion.  We  all  owe  her  our  warmest  thanks.

REPORT   OF   THE    HOUSE    COMMrfTEE 

This  past  year  has  been  a  varied  one  for  The  House  Committee.  The  house  itself 
continues  to  run  quite  smoothly  as  always,  thanks  to  the  efforts  and  interest  of  all 


of  the  staff. 
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Fire  Department  through  strategically  located  smoke  detectors  which  early  sense 
and  report  a  fire  situation,  resulting  in  quicker  arrival  of  equipment  at  the  scene. 
Another  and  more  obvious  protection  for  the  house  is  the  repainting  of  the  exterior 
executed  by  D.  I.  Chapman  Company.  This  was  a  project  that  had  been  deferred 
several  times  and  was  much  needed.  Broken  glass,  loose  putty  and  missing  clap- 
boards were  replaced,  and  with  the  new  paint  the  house  looks  quite  trim  and  fit! 

To  give  the  Meeting  Room  more  flexibility  of  use  and  greater  comfortable  ca- 
pacity, the  Committee  has  surveyed  the  stacking  chair  industry  for  available 
chairs.  From  the  many  chairs  available  a  selection  was  made  and  received  Board 
approval.  An  order  for  one  hundred  fifty  chairs  and  dollies  for  stacking  storage 
was  placed  in  early  summer  with  delivery  promised  by  September.  As  is  apparent, 
delivery  has  not  yet  been  made  as  the  result  of  production  problems.  Early  Decem- 
ber is  now  the  promised  date  and  we  have  been  told  that  this  is  a  realistic  schedule. 

Provision  of  air  conditioners  for  Mrs.  Arnold's  and  Bob  Macdonald's  offices 
was  priced,  and,  in  an  effort  to  curtail  the  deficit  spending,  the  project  was  defer- 
red to  1974.  These  offices  are  very  uncomfortable  during  the  hot  months,  and  since 
ours  is  a  year-round  Society,  it  is  hoped  that  this  equipment  can  be  installed  before 
Summer  1974. 

To  close  the  year  there  is  a  project  that  has  just  gotten  underway.  This  is  the 
development  of  an  educational  center  in  the  basement  beneath  the  Library  Read- 
ing Room.  Funds  were  allocated  to  hire  Davis  —  Cochran  —  Miller  —  Baerman  — 
Noyes  to  develop  sketches.  The  Committee  and  the  Board  has  just  last  week  re- 
viewed the  concept  sketches,  and  from  what  was  seen,  the  room  promises  to  be  an 
exciting  addition  to  the  Society's  physical  plant. 

A  final  word  of  thanks  should  be  made  to  the  Acorn  Foundation  for  furnishing 
the  handsome  planters  flanking  the  front  entrance.  The  New  Haven  Garden  Club 
will  keep  them  supplied  with  seasonal  plantings.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARDEE  MORRIS  HOUSE  COMMITTEE

REPORT   OF  THE   EXECUTIVE    DIRECTOR 

The  success  of  an  historical  agency  such  as  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  rests  on  four  factors:  the  quality  of  the  collections,  the  policy  of  the  Board, 
the  professionalism  of  the  staff  which  the  Board  employs  to  care  for  and  develop 
the  collections,  and  the  active  and  continued  support  of  the  membership.  The  re- 
ports found  in  this  annual  review  illustrate  that  the  Society  has  made  important 
progress  in  all  of  these  areas. 

The  collecting  activities  of  your  Society  during  the  past  year  included  such  di- 
verse historical  documents  as  an  engraving  by  Horace  Doolittle,  the  records  of  the 
Union  Wharf  Company,  and  oral  history  interviews  with  presidents  of  New 
Haven's  Italian  clubs  and  associations.  The  reports  of  our  librarian  and  curator 
document  the  Society's  continuing  effort  to  gather  significant  historical  material 
related  to  our  region. 

But  collecting  is  only  the  first  step  toward  our  goal  to  understand  the  past.  The 
books,  manuscripts,  objects,  paintings,  photographs,  prints,  and  tapes  must  be 
cared  for  and  arranged  so  that  they  can  be  interpreted  for  the  community,  the 
scholar,  and  the  student.  For  the  past  several  years  the  staff  has  focused  their  at- 
tention on  this  area  of  our  responsibility.  In  the  library  and  museum  substantial 
progress  has  been  made  in  cataloguing  the  collections  to  make  them  accessible  to 
our  many  audiences.  This  effort  has  been  supported  by  major  gifts  from  the  New 
Haven  Foundation  and  other  private  and  public  sources.  The  results  of  this  work 
will  be  a  professionally  functioning  museum  and  library  that  will  guarantee  the 
Society's  future  as  an  educational  and  cultural  resource  for  the  people  of  south 
central  Connecticut.  Building  on  our  collecting  and  cataloguing  achievements,  the 
Society  has  disseminated  historical  information  through  its  expanding  educational, 
exhibition,  and  publication  programs.  One  has  only  to  read  the  report  of  our  edu- 
cational coordinator  to  realize  the  importance  of  our  services  to  area  students.  In 
addition  to  our  work  with  primary  and  secondary  students,  the  Society  offers  a 
seminar  for  Yale  undergraduates  through  Berkeley  College  and  independent 
study  programs  for  students  of  the  area's  colleges  and  universities. 

The  Society  also  disseminates  historical  information  through  special  exhibitions, 
four  of  which  were  presented  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  The  major  exhibition. 
Furniture  of  the  New  Haven  Colony:  the  Seventeenth-Century  Style,  was  sup- 
ported by  a  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  The  distinguished 
catalogue  prepared  by  Patricia  Kane  which  accompanied  the  exhibition  was  made 
possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Edgerton  Foundation. 

Publications  are  another  means  of  disseminating  historical  information  and  the 
past  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  Shepard  Genealogies  under  the  untiring 
supervision  of  Professor  Leonard  Labaree.  The  membership  was  kept  informed 
through  the  monthly  bulletin  and  had  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  lecture 
and  movie  series,  tours,  workshops,  and  the  monthly  programs  presented  at  the 
Society. 
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While  important  progress  has  been  made,  many  challenges  remain.  The  Soci- 
ety's collecting  function  is  inhibited  by  the  lack  of  funding.  The  formation  of  the 
Robert  Newman  Fellows,  who  this  past  year  were  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Alexander  O.  Victor,  has  gone  a  long  way  in  providing  the  support  for  acqui- 
sition of  significant  material  for  the  collections.  But  we  still  find  ourselves  unable 
to  compete  on  the  open  market  for  materials  that  would  be  important  for  our  col- 
lections. We  have  been  able  to  continue  our  collecting  only  because  of  our  ability 
to  provide  ta.\  benefits  to  our  donors. 

The  cataloguing  of  the  collections  has  shown  important  progress,  but  we  have 
been  unable  to  establish  a  long-range  program  of  preservation  for  both  museum 
and  library  materials  because  of  lack  of  funds.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Society 
needs  approximately  $5,000  per  annum  for  its  manuscript,  print,  and  painting 
conservation  needs. 

We  have  been  successful  in  our  special  exhibit  program,  but  our  permanent 
exhibits  are  in  serious  need  of  renovation.  Plans  have  been  developed  for  a  perma- 
nent interpretive  exhibit  on  New  Haven's  history,  but  funds  are  not  available  to 
begin  these  projects. 

Through  the  generous  support  of  one  of  the  Society's  most  loyal  members,  we 
have  begun  the  preparation  of  an  educational  center  which  will  serve  the  needs  of 
our  educational  programs.  The  completion  of  this  center  by  next  fall  will  be  a 
major  step  in  the  Society's  continuing  effort  to  upgrade  its  educational  services. 

Inflation  has  had  the  greatest  effect  on  the  Society's  publications  effort.  Both 
major  publications  this  past  year.  New  Haven  Colony  Furniture:  the  Seventeenth- 
Century  Style  and  the  Shepard  Genealogy  were  supported  by  special  funding.  The 
Journal  is  also  supported  by  a  special  fund,  but  this  fund  also  supports  the  cata- 
loguing program  and  the  expenses  of  opening  the  Society  on  weekends.  The  Jour- 
nal's publication  cost  has  doubled  in  the  last  three  years,  and  our  efforts  to  restrict 
this  publication  to  scholarly  articles  has  made  it  impossible  to  publish  the  Journal 
quarterly.  Fortunately,  the  bulletin.  News  ami  Notes,  fills  some  of  the  role  of  the 
old  Journal.  In  the  coming  year  a  new  Journal  will  be  published  in  the  spring  and 
fall.  The  format  has  been  changed  to  lower  printing  costs  while  at  the  same  time 
maintaining  the  scholarly  level  of  the  articles. 

The  Morris  House  continues  to  be  one  of  the  Society's  major  assets  and  one  of 
our  financial  challenges.  The  endowment  left  by  William  Pardee  to  support  the 
house  today  barely  covers  maintenance  and  does  not  enable  us  to  develop  pro- 
grams of  preservation  and  interpretation  which  the  house  deserves.  There  is  no 
immediate  solution  to  this  lack  of  funding,  but  wc  should  attempt  to  double  the 
house's  endowment  in  the  near  future. 

The  Society's  needs  are  also  its  opportunity.  With  excellent  collections,  direc- 
tors, and  staff  we  have  a  better  than  even  chance  to  meet  the  challenges  of  today 
and  tomorrow.  But  the  Society's  success  will  depend  larpch  on  \ou,  the  member- 


ship.  The  Society's  most  important  asset  is  an  active  and  interested  membership 
willing  to  participate  in  the  Society's  efforts  and  to  continue  to  support  its  pro- 
grams. With  your  assistance  the  Society  will  continue  its  tradition  of  excellence 
and  its  place  as  one  of  the  finest  local  historical  agencies  in  the  country.

REPORT    OF    THE    CURATOR 

As  Curator,  I  was  involved  in  two  main  activities  during  the  last  fiscal  year:  the 
preparation,  installation,  and  eventual  removal  of  special  exhibitions,  and  the 
cataloguing  of  the  permanent  collection. 

This  past  year  saw  the  preparation  of  four  major  exhibitions:  "300  Years  of 
Connecticut  Architecture,"  "The  Beardsley  Limner  and  Some  Contemporaries," 
"Furniture  of  the  New  Haven  Colony:  the  Seventeenth-Century  Style,"  and  "A 
New  Haven  Portrait  Gallery."  These  exhibitions  involved  not  only  a  great  deal  of 
preliminary  planning  and  research,  but  also  the  physical  work  of  installation  and 
removal.  This  is,  however,  one  of  the  most  rewarding  aspects  of  my  job.  To  see  an 
exhibition  take  shape  is  immensely  gratifying. 

About  one  third  of  my  time  was  taken  up  with  exhibitions,  and  the  major  project 
of  the  curator's  job,  the  cataloguing  of  the  collection,  was  fitted  in  around  the  ex- 
hibition work.  My  predecessor,  Katherine  Susman  Howe,  catalogued  the  oil  paint- 
ings under  a  new,  comprehensive  system,  and  I  have  undertaken  to  do  the  same  for 
the  decorative  arts  collection.  The  American  and  English  pewter  was  catalogued 
during  the  last  year,  and  the  ceramics  collection  is  about  two-thirds  completed. 
These,  along  with  new  acquisitions,  mean  that  more  than  700  objects  have  been 
brought  under  the  new  system  in  the  last  year  alone. 

While  exhibitions  and  cataloguing  were  the  major  tasks  of  the  curatorial  depart- 
ment, there  were  other,  no  less  important,  aspects.  Requests  for  information  were 
received  all  year  by  letter,  telephone,  and  personal  appointment.  These  were  all 
answered  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  sometimes  after  fairly  extensive  research. 
These  requests  included  queries  from  scholars,  students,  and  people  who  simply 
wanted  to  learn  more  about  their  heirlooms.  Photograph  requests  were  also  handled 
in  large  numbers. 

Along  with  research  for  cataloguing  purposes  and  for  other  people.  I  did  com- 
plete three  articles  during  the  year.  One,  "The  Furnishing  of  Portsmouth,  N.H. 
Houses,  1750-1775"  was  published  in  Historical  New  Hampshire  in  the  Spring, 
1973,  issue.  The  others,  on  Henry  Austin  and  on  the  Society's  japanned  high  chest, 
will  be  published  in  Yankee  and  Antiques  respectively. 

It  would  have  been  impossible  to  accomplish  everything  during  the  year  without 
the  help  of  several  valued  assistants.  Margaret  Pochan  volunteered  her  help  from 


October  to  June  and  during  the  summer  worked  as  an  intern  to  do  research  for 
"A  New  Haven  Portrait  Gallery."  During  the  year  Mrs.  Lyn  Aber  and  Brian  Tip- 
pen  also  helped  in  the  curatorial  department  under  the  work-study  program. 

This  past  summer  the  interns  in  the  curatorial  department  were  Cynthia  Britten 
and  Mrs.  Elaine  Holmes.  Without  them  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  cata- 
logue as  many  objects  as  we  did.  This  fall  Elaine  Holmes  has  returned  to  help  us, 
along  with  Susan  St.  John,  both  as  work-study  students. 

I  would  like  to  close  by  mentioning  some  of  the  projects  presently  under  way. 
The  cataloguing  of  the  decorative  arts  collection  is  the  major  continuing  project, 
but  we  are  presently  making  inventories  of  other  parts  of  the  collection.  Mrs.  Bruce 
Berman  is  making  a  careful  study  of  our  needlework,  and  Elaine  Holmes  is  study- 
ing the  costumes.  We  also  hope  to  have  a  complete  inventory  of  our  prints  before 
long.  These  projects,  plus  the  preparation  of  future  exhibitions,  will  make  the  ne.\t 
year  as  busy  as  the  last.

REPORT    OF   THE    LIBRARY 
Cataloguing 

This  year  4,679  items  have  been  added  to  the  collection,  which  brings  the  num- 
ber of  items  catalogued  to  a  total  of  14,005.  This  number  seems  to  represent  about 
eighty  percent  of  the  printed  material  accumulated  in  the  library.  Approximately 
20,000  cards  have  been  typed  and  filed  this  year  in  the  card  catalogue  which  now 
extends  over  35  drawers  (each  drawer  containing  ca.  1,000  cards).  Most  of  the 
typing  has  been  done  by  Marti  Uihlein. 

There  are  still  printed  items  waiting  to  be  catalogued,  probably  several  thousand, 
but  at  this  point  we  are  ready  to  start  processing  the  manuscript  collection,  as 
soon  as  appropriate  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  sorting,  arranging,  box- 
ing, and  labeling.  As  soon  as  the  vaults  are  prepared  and  shelving  provided  we  can 
start  processing  this  most  valuable  part  of  the  collection. 
Public  service 

This  service  has  been  rendered  during  the  report  year  by  Harriet  Bishop  and 
Lydia  Wentworth.  We  were  sorry  to  say  good-bye  to  Lydia,  who  left  the  library  at 
the  end  of  September  and  now  works  shorter  hours  in  the  library  of  the  Edgerton 
Garden  Center. 

In  order  to  protect  our  resources  and  to  pro\ide  suitable  en\ironment  for  re- 
search, we  had  to  put  some  of  our  rules  for  the  use  of  the  library  in  writing  on  our 
new  library  registration  forms. 

There  were  over  2,000  reference  cases  handled:  approximately  1,600  patrons 
used  the  library  and  over  600  reference  questions  were  answered  either  by  phone 
or  by  mail. 

The  microfilm,  fiche  reader,  purchased  last  year,  has  been  used  every  day. 
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Special  projects 

There  have  been  two  major  projects  that  got  on  the  way  this  \ear: 

(1)  the  arranging  of  the  photographic  collection  (started  on  summer  intern- 
ship by  Stella  Wang)  and 

(2)  the  cataloguing  of  the  cartographic  collection  (started   in   September  by 
Danny  D'Aigle) 

The  photographic  collection  is  being  classified  according  to  a  scheme  used  by 
A.  G.  Dana  in  his  New  Haven.  Old  and  New.  This  arrangement  should  prove  to  be 
a  valuable  extension  to  the  Dana  collection.  As  soon  as  filing  cabinets  are  received 
we  shall  be  able  to  get  more  use  out  of  the  photographs  that  have  heretofore  been 
scattered  all  over  the  buildmg.
